Broiled Smoked Herring.—Cover the 


herrlnj with boiling water for ten 
minute*. While the fish Is still hot 
drain nnd wipe dry and brush with 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter, 
one of lemon juice and a dash of 
paprika. Sprinkle with parsley when 
ready to serve. 


Jellied Chicken.—Cut up a four- 


pound chicken as for fricassee. 
Put 


on to cook with one small onion, one 
Day leaf, one blade of mace, three 
.cloves,, pepper and salt to taste. Sim- 
mer slowly until the chicken is ten- 
der. When done cut it from tbe bonns 
and skin. Put the bones and skin back 
Into the kettle and simmer an hour. 
Cover one-fourth of a bos of gelatin 
with a lltUe cold water and let It 
soak. Add gelatin to the liquor, stir 
until dissolved, then strain. Add salt 
and pepper to season. There should 
be three cnpfnls of. the1 liquor when 
'done. The .next day remove the fat 
from the top of the'jelly, then pour 
half of It Into" a square mold and 
stand on Ice to harden. When firm 
put a layer of the chicken on top of 
the jelly, add slices of hard-cooked 
egg, using three: sprinkle with sea- 
soning, 'add more chicken and eccs 
until all are used. Pour over the re- 
mainder of the jelly, which should 
cover 'the chicken. Let stand on Ice 
overnight before unmolding.

This is just what should be expected 
because marching acts in a similar 
manner to any other exercise. 


A runner, boxer, : swimmer 
or 


other athlete, works gradually up to 
his perfection point, and then, rests 
from his work two to four days he- 
fore his match or bout. This gives 
every opportunity to the blood to 
get rid of wastes, and to replenish, 
tired or. worn muscle tissue. 


What is the lesson? 
That a short period of work, needs 


only a short period of rest. 


Prolonged work like marching or 


other heavy work for a few days, 
needs a longer period of rest. 


And yet daily walking, or other 


daily exercise, will cut down the 
amount of rest needed, if the eser- 
clse is persisted in for some period 
of time.

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'Brien Boy 


Thin and Pale 


More Than Three .Million 1'laccd In 


the Hudson This Spring by htati- 
Conservation Department. 
Albany, June 13.—Exceptionally 


favorable conditions this spring en- 
abled the Conservation Department 
to plant in the Hudson river 3,032.- 
875 shad fry; the planting to be 
completed this week. 
This is fifty 


per cent more than were planted last 
iear and more than twice as many 
as were planted in any preceding 
year since the Department began its 
efforts to improve shad fishing in 
the Hudson river. 


Shad fishing in the Hudson 
has 


been falling off for a 
number of 


years and about six years ago the 
Conservation 
Department 
began 


Planting to see if it would not be 
possible to bring Hudson river shad* 
back to-something like their old 
time abundance. Each year the de- 
partment bought from shad fisher- 
men as many eggs as possible, hatch- 
el them out in the Linlithgo hatch- 
ery and planted them in the river 


In 1922 there *rere planted 1,056',- 


8(5; in 1923, 1,406,000; 
in 19M 


1-282,500; in 1925; 1,006,400; and 
in 1926, 2,014,722. 


This year the department bought 


all the shad eggs that the fishermen 
had for sale and hoped to bring the 
total planting up to two and one- 
half 
million. They 
succeeded . m 


reaching this figure and exceeding it 
by more than half a million, so that 
this 3 ear's planting is the largest 
ever made, and with the improve- 
ment of fish planting methods, it is 
expected that with the continuation 
of the present efforts it will result 
in a, -material improvement in shad 
fishing in the Hudson rner.
